In the traditional opener with Hayward, bad breaks and John Rolls cost the Eagles their first loss, 19-6. Although the Eagles 
outplayed the Farmers, a slippery turf and a wet ball caused the ball to be fumbled at precisely the wrong times. A tremendous 
pass from Jim Combs to Shu Shu Bradley gave the Eagles their first TD of the season. 


Although giving heavily-favored Palo Alto’s Vikings a scare, the 72-point underdog Eagles were downed, 32-7, by the arm of a 
second string quarterback. Their sensational Moreno spent most of his time looking at the sky until he was removed from the game 
by a protective coach. Ells’ TD came on a sensational 96-yard kickoff return by Les Williams. 


The Eagles next journeyed to their ACAL opener with Berkeley. A bigger Berkeley team was almost upset by the quicker 
Eagles. Although being shut out, 13-0, the team threatened often and were seen several times inside the ‘Jackets’ 20. 


A quick journey across town brought Ells to the home of the Oilers, After fighting through a scoreless first quarter, the Eagles 
let up on the Richmonders as the half ended. The Oilers quickly stunned the Eagles, scoring twice before the team realized what 


was happening. Although the Eagles got close to the RUHS goal (thanks to a blocked punt by end Clyde Spearman) they didn’t 
push anything across. 


As expected, the best team in Northern California had little trouble in downing the Eagles, 34-0, but Alameda’s Hornets 
agreed the Eagles weren't pushovers. 


In the first homecoming game ever staged by the school, the Eagles really showed their stuff. Their opponents, De Anza’s Dons, 
managed to score only once as they absorbed a 20-7 threshing. Bobby Nunes scored twice: once on a spectacular pass from All-City 
QB Jim Combs, and again on a 37-yard punt return. Fullback Don Aderson powered across for the other Eagle TD. Although the

Encinal also saw the spectacular 
Nunes get great blocking as he rambled for kickoff returns of 85 and 75 yards. The fifth-ranked Jets beat the Eagles, 46-14. 


In the last game of the season the Eagles played a great game against San Leandro. A sensational pass interception-run back 


of 75 yards made by Les Williams, and a one-yard plunge by Jim Nunes gave the Ellsmen their 14 points. However, the Pirates were 
undefeated in 17 games B. A. (before Alameda) and they had the needed push to score three times and win, 21-14. With two 
conversions, place-kicker Ernie Liske ended the season with an 88 per cent mark for PAT’s — the league’s highest mark.
